Everybody knows that it is 
almost impossible to keep secret any 
negotiations in which Chinese officials

: The proposals that Japan has made to 
China, as far they are known or credibly 
surmised, contain nothing to which 
China has any right to seriously object. 
China is naturally anxious that Japan 
shall secure nothing in Manchuria the 
concession of which will - seriously 
impair the sovereign rights of 
China. But it must be remembered that 
while Japan was. fighting primarily 
in the recent war for her own exist- 
ence, she was also fighting to relieve 
China of the Russian incubus, .which 
China was not strong enough to. throw 
off herself, and to force Russia to keep 
her repéated promises: to evacuate 
Manchuria, _ She has succeeded in 
forcing Russia to evacuate Corea and 
Manchuria; but Russia is going to 
maintain a large number of troops on 
her side of the Amur, and it would be 
folly “on the part of Japan,:to, hand 
Manchuria back at. once to China, To 
hand’ Manchuria back. to China:before 
China is strong enough to defend it 
herself, with the unceasiug disposition 
to intrigue which -characterises the 
Russian Leyation at Peking, would be 
suicidal, H. E,.Yuan Shih-kai:is too 
well-informed: to imagine that his forty 
or ‘sixty’ thousand — foreign-modelled 
troops could hold the frontier of Man- 
churia if the Russians’ found some 
pretext to violate it: Considering the 
expense of men and money the Japanese 
have incurred. to shift the. Russians 
from’ Manchuria, they would have been 
justified in holding it. themselves’ until 
China was strong enough” to ‘do it 
herself, and in evacuating it within 
eighteen months they run a serious 
tisk, considering how weak and unstable 
the Peking Government is. . In this 
position of things the Japanese pro- 
posils, a sketch of which was given in 
our issae of the 24th ult., are*remarkably 
moderate. The demands include 
China’s recognition of the transfer to 
Japan of the lease of the Liaotung 
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Peninsula, the ownership of the Chinese 
Eastern “Railway, the right to build a 
railway between Changchun and Kirin, 
and the establishment of the railway 
guards. China is to consent to the 
maintenance by Japan of her existing 
military telegraphs and posts, to an 
extent to be settled. Japan is to have 
the concession to build railway lines 
between Hsinmintun and Mukden, 
and between Mukden and Wiju, 
and to open towns. and cities- in 

“northern and southern: Manchuria 
Japan is to have a prior right to conces- 
sions of mines and forests. These are 
the important proposals, which’ are not 
couched in. the form of an ultimatum, 
but are put forward for discussion, 
Most of ‘theni have been agreed to, we 
axe'led to suppose, by the Chinese pleni- 
potentiaries, though the Japanese for the 
sake of harmony are understood to have 
abauduned their demand to be allowed 
to build the railway between Hsinmintun 
and Mukden. 

: With the exception of the prior right 
to concessions of mines and forests, as to 
which if is necessary to know farther 
details, there is nothing here which can 
be represented as being in opposition to 
the principle of the Open Door aud 
equal opportunities for all. — The open- 
ing of towns and cities means the open- 
ing of them as treaty ports, to which all 
nations will have equal frée access. It 
has’ been represented that the Japanese 
have demanded that tleir people shall 
be allowed to settle freely anywhere in 
Manchuria, but this is an unfounded 
toport; as we understand, it is only in 
the towns and cities that are to be 
‘opened as treaty ports, that the Japanese 
demand thattheir peopleshall be allowed 
to settle. The Japanese having, without 
any-aid from China, forced the Russians 
to evacuate Manchuria would: have been 
quite . justified in exacting _ much 
more, severe terms from China than 
those given in the above sketch ; but 
they have been, it seems, extremely 
considerate, and China will do well to 
agree to these terms. It is stated that 
China has protested against the exten- 
sion “of the period for ‘evacuation to 
eighteen. months; but this was Russia's 
stipulation, not Japan’s. Japan has been 
notably moderate, and ‘China will 
make a mistake if she listens to those 
y who are urging her..to oppose Japan’s 
proposals not because they love China, 

. but. becanse they hate Japan and her

MUTINY AT SEBASTOPOL. 
london vid Bombay, 26th November 
The sailors at Sebustopol and a 
regiment of troops have mutinied. 
Rear-Admiral Pesarevski was shot 
while haranguing the men. 
The dockers joined the mutineers, 
and there has been serious rioting —

The most serious feature in the 
Sebastopol mutiny is the wholesale 
defection of the troops, who have 
apparently made common cause with 
the mutineers, 

Only one regiment remains loyal. 

There have been no excesses 
hitherto. 

The silence in the official com- 
muniqué as to measures of repression 
is regarded as confirming the rumour 
that the men-of-war are in the hands 
of the mutineers, 

The revolt was carefully prepared 
and deliberately carried out.—Reuter. 

London, 27th November. 

An official communiqué ascribes 
the Sebastopol mutiny to the socinlist 
propaganda, and admits the gravity 
of the situation.—Hwelusive service. 

London vid Bombay, 27th November. 

The latest accounts from Sebasto- 
pol vary in details, but seem to 
Indicate that the mutiny is subsid- 
ing.

KING HAKON VII. 


26th November. 

To-pay Prince Charles of Den- 
mark, the nephew of the Queen of 
England, with his wife, the Princess 
Maud Charlotte Mary Victoria, 
daughter of King Edward VII, will 
arrive at-Christiania, escorted by the 
British battleship Czsar and the 
German battleship Braunschweig, to 
ascend the throne of Norway under 
the title of King Hakon VII. Hap- 
pily for all, the dispute between 
Sweden and Norway has: ended in a 
friendly separation, and Norway has 
determined to have her own King 
once more. In Great-Britain we have 
always regarded the Scandinavian 
peoples xs being rather nearer to us 
than other European nations, and 
“ Norraway across the foam” has been 
specially looked upon as at: lenst a 
first cousin, We have therefore 
naturally been: particularly gratified 
at the peaceful conclusion. of the 
friction between the two northern 
nations, and we rejoice to see that 
the King Norway has chosen is 
so closely related to our own 
Royal family, and that — his 
Queen is an Hoglish lady. ‘The best 
wishes: of their people for their 
henlth, happiness, and long reign 
will be re-echoed wherever the 
subjects of King Edward are gathered 
together to-day. King Hakon and 
Queen Maud ascend their throne, 
thereby adding one more to the 
circle of European Sovereiyns, under 
the happiest auspices, They take 
with them a Crown Prince, the little 
Prince Alexander, born in 1903; m»y 
it be long before he is called to 
the throne, The other foreigners in 
Shunghai join heartily with the 
Norwegian ‘community in drinking 
the toast of “Long Life to King 
Hakon and Queen Muud !”

NEW NAVAL 
DEPARTURES. 


27th November. 
As might have been expected, the 
Inte war has not been without its 
ractical lessons. for the naval man, 
uns, armour, projectiles, torpedoes, 
miner, and: most other things pertain- 
ing to naval warfare. have now been 
tested, not thoroughly. as was hoped, 
but yet enough for the Admiralties of 
the world to draw conclusions which 
are alrendy being translated into 
practical application. ‘ 
Possibly the lesson of mostimport- 
ance. pertains to gunnery. The 
Tapanese, being, lamentably short of 
battleships and absolutely without 
any reserve, were. forced to. adopt 
taotics. which. promised. the . least. 
possible loss of vessels of this desorip- 





tion, and in consequence, Admiral 
Togo was compelled to elect to fight 
at far longer ranges than previous 
peace practice would seem to have 
dictated. He was fortunately enabled 
since on all occasions when 
he met his foe in battle array he had 
some advantage in speed. Doubtless 
too, bis gunners had been very care- 
fully trained in firing at these long 
ranges, and the result was that while 
the Russian shooting was not by any 
means despicable, it was not to be 
compared with that of their opponents, 
Victory, therefore, leaned to the side 
of the best shots, as itis ever likely to 
do in naval combats, and ail nations 
are hastening to disowd guns thar 
are unable to carry far enough to do 
damage at the extreme dietgnoss 
which the Japanese were compelled, 
only by force of circumstances, to 
select. Consequently the six-inch 
yun has practically disappeared ex- 
cept for use against torpedo craft. 
Next in size to it is a 7.5 gun of some 
slight age, and next again, so far as 
calibre goes, is the French 7.6 
weapon—a gun which owing to the 
latest improvements is far better 
than anything else in the world of 
its size. Then comes the 9.2 British 
wenpon, a very powerful gun, and one 
which is likely to last fur a consider- 
able time to come as a secondary 
armament to the 12-inch. It is with 
9.2’s that the King Edwards are 
armed, in addition to the four 12-inch. 
But a serious question has arisen 
respecting the use of such tremen- 
dously powerful guns as these, and, 
that is whether the structure of the 
vessels hitherto built is sufficiently 
strong to bear the strain which the 
firing of a brondside will occasion. 
‘Lhe King Edwards have not stood the 
test with any too great success, and 
it remains.to be proved whether the 
Lord Nelsons will be able to bear 
their still heavier armament, ‘The 
Americans are following the same 
course as ourselves in the armament 
of their new ships. Mr. Fred. T. 
Jane, the celebrated naval expert, 
does not hesitate to prophesy of the 
proposed big Japanese boats that “if 
constructed in Japan,” they will be 
certain failures, “the experience 
necrssary for designing vessels to 
carry such armaments being alto- 
gether lacking” in that country. 
Yet he foreshadows a reversion to 
still heavier ordnance, and even looks 
forward to a return of the monster 
hundred-ton gun of the eighties, 

To make this possible there must 
be an immense increase in the 
tonnage of the leviathans designed 
to carry them. Vessels of 16,000 
tons are already in course of con- 
struction in the United States, while 
we have lid down. an. experimental 
one of 18,000, and one of 20,000 is 
talked of. We are therefore coming 
very near indeed to the “ideal” 
battleship as pictured by the great 
Italian designer, Col. iberti, no 














longereago thin “1903; when- much 
ridicule was wasted oyer-his ““ispos- 
sible” snggestions. Nowadays“ Cuni- 
berti ships are on all lips, as they 
may inno great while be on all seas, 
In connection: with the present 
tendency to greater.and still. ‘gre ter 
tonnage, Germany is face io’ face 
with a difficulty, Her seas are 
shallow, and ib is difficult. -to 
combine moderaté size. with’ great 
fighting strength, Jane'says in. this 
connection, “The’ British Swiftsure 
and Triumph are an object lesson in 
the result of attempting too .much 
ona small displacement. Germany 
has, therefore, two alternatives to 
choose from. Either she must follow 
the prevailing fashion und build 
monster ships, or else abandon 
battleship ambitions and improve. 
upon the guerre de course armoured 
cruiser.” But monster ships, mean 
mickle draught, and. cruisers ‘will 
never get command of the sea, 
The torp-do was at once, a. failure 
and a success in the late war. So 
much depends on the accident of the 
moment with these dangerous wea- 
ns that they,are not yet to. be 
epended upon to give uniformly 
satisfactory results. The improved 
Whitehead which appenred in 1904 
was not, so far as we know, used by 
either combatant. Since then, there 
isa rumour of another. discovery, in 
the torpedo world, which is).t>.,the 
Whitehead as tho. Whitehead has 
been to all other rivals, 
As a corollary to some of: the 
demonstrations of the war, Col:

Iv is, we think, generally conceded 
that the claim in the Imperial decree 
of the 25th instant, that the present 
dynasty has always been the most 
merciful and lenient in its treatment 
of the people of China, ini comparison 
with preceding dynasties, is to a 
considzrable extent justified by the 
facts. While the empire has been 
misgoverned, the misgovernment has 
consisted rather in’ too much laxity 
than in any actual oppression. While 
the Court has been Manchu, the 
rulers with whom the people come 
in contact have been mainly Chinese, 
for the Emperor, except at the capital 
itself, is as distant from his people 
as the Czar is from the Russian peo- 
ple. The people have been, of course, 
every where squeeze! by their officials, 
but public opinion, and the tacit 
recognition of the sncred right of 
rebellion, have kept this ‘squeezing 
within reasonable limits, TheChinese 
are accustomed to strike if an official 
is unreasonably extortionate; and if 
the official attempted to put down 
the strike by force, Peking would 
want to know how it was he could 
not rule the people under him with- 
out driving them into armed resist- 
ance, The trouble is, that the Gov- 
ernment has not paid nearly enough 
‘attention to the condition of the 
people, baing quite satisfied to let 
everything slide if it wonld slide on 
smoothly, while the twlent of the 
Chinese for self-government has pre- 
vented this neglect having more 
serious consequences; one of the 
worst consequences being the utter 
neglect and consequent decay of the 
great ‘public works to which the 
more energetic rulers of the past 
devoted themselves. The ruins of 
fine roads, bridges, embankments, 
etc, etc, are to be seen everywhere 
in China, the present dynasty having 
been too careless to insist on their 
being kept in repair; and from this 
has largely been derived the un- 
founded belief at. home that China 
is a decaying vation. . As a matter of 
fact, the Chinese are as vigorous, 
enterprising, and adaptable a nation 
as ever, The statement that they 
are decaying is at least as old as the 
days of Confucius. 

The Imperial decree goes on to 
say that in his sincere desire for the 
welfare of his péople, the strengthen- 
ing of the empire, and the enrich- 
ment of the country, the Emperor 
has lately encouraged reform in the 
government after modern methods. 
‘Phis is a very condensed and some- 
what inadequate representation of 
what has been going on in China 
under our eyes in the last seven 
years. The Emperor, it is true, did 
undertake to encourage reform seven 


their power and influence, and ap- 
pealed 10 the Empress Dowager. 
The coup d'etat followed, the Emperor 
was deposed, and has been virtually 
a prisoner. in his own palace ever 
sinee. His imperious aunt resumed 
the reins of government, and in less 
than two years came the Boxer’ 
uprising ang the ocenpation of Peking 
by an allied force. This seems to 
have convinced the Empress Dowager 
that the old order must be changed. 
The reforms which she had forcibly 
suppressed when the Emperor tried 
to introduce them, she has adopted 
‘one by one, and it is now believed 
that she is anxious to grant China a 
constitution, one of her reasons being: 
that the time must come when she 
must definitely resign the reins to 
the Emperor, and the country will 
be safer if he has a parliament of 
some kind to moderate his reforming 
zeal. Lt is well understood that it 
is the success of Japan as a constitu- 
tional empire that. has persnaded the 
Empress Dowager to promulgate the 
reforms which she dreaded a few 
years ago. 

After this very brief sketch, the 
Emperor, in the edict issued on 
Saturday, says that: “Instead of| 
being duly grateful for the 
Imperial grace, certain worthless 
persons have been starting  re- 
volutionary society on so-called Re- 
publican lines, with the object of 
putting aside the Manchu dynasty 
and trying to excite the people far’ 
and wide, to become malcontents and 
create disturbances. The time has 
now arrived to issue a solemn warn- 
ing to such people, for if severe! 
restrictive measures be not started, 
ivnorant persons may be unknowing- 
ly led to farther the aims of these 
revolutionaries and disturb the peace 
of the country. ‘This will not only 
cause illimitable harm to the land 
and endanger the good ord-r of the 
Empire, but it will also greatly 
obstruct the progress of reforms and 
hopes for a reorganised Govern- 
ment.” “ He that roars for liberty,” 
says Tennyson, “Faster binds the 
tyrant’s power;” and there will al- 
ways in times of change be a sort 
of noisy patriots obstructing and 
hindering the orderly progress o 
change by demanding impossible 
concessions prematurely. But these 
noisy patriots, most of them returned 
students tull of new ideas which they 
have not succeeded in digesting, un- 
able to realise that he who asks too 
touch runs the risk of getting nothing, 
must not be taken too seriously. 
Secret Societies have always flourish- 
ed in China and in Chinese colonies 
abroad, and they have their’ uses as 
safety-valves ; there is no real danger 
in them to countries which have a 














‘years ago from motives such as those 


stable government. The notorious 


revolutionary spirit has not begua to 
penetrate the masses in China; and 
if the Manchu dynasty is.to maintain 
its position at Peking, it will be 
because the enlightened classes in 
China recognised after the coup 
état that the Emperor is a good 
Chinaman, more devoted to the wel- 
fare of his people than to his own 
persoual aggrandisement. There must 
be a much wider extension of edu- 
cation and knowledge before Chinn 
could be fit to become a republic, and 
a rebellion would only bring again a 
long period of bloodshed and anarcby, 
with the most successful General 
becoming dictator and ¢stablishing a 
new dynasty, 





THE EMANCIPATION 
OF THE CZAR. 


29th November, 

Ove of the most pressing problems 
of the Russian crisis, according to 
Mr. W. 'T. Stead in un article with 
the above title in the London 
“Times,” is the emancipation of the 
Czar. We have said before that the 
Japanese have in the recent war 
wrought a great work for the Russian 
people: but it appears from Mr, Stead 
that the Czar will reap at least as 
great benefits as his people. To the 
recent war Russia owes the establish- 
ment of the Duma, or parlinment, and 
to this Duma Nicholas II will owe his 
emancipation, The Duma, “by free- 
ing the Czar from the limitations 
which have hitherto impaired his 
usefulness will liberate a force which 
will sweep away. obstacles nt present 
insurmountable. It will be a glad day 
for the Russian people when Nicholas 
I, released from the closely watched 
slavery which is mocked by the label 
of autocratic power, is free to devote 
himseif to the service of his peuple.” 

Mr. Stead, writing from Moscow 
on the 29th of September after an 
interview with the Czar, tells the full 
story of the way in which the bureau- 
cracy made a captive of the Czar on 
the very first day of his reign. “All 
the representatives of the nation, 
nobles mingling with peasants, dele- 
gates from the zemstua with the 
mayors of great cities, were gathered’ 
together in January, 1894, in the 
Winter Palace to greet their new 
sovereign, Such a scene of loyal 
enthusiasm had not been witnessed 
in Russia in the lifetime of a genera- 
tion.” Everything was hoped of this 
young ruler—he~ was 26 when he 
came to the throne—and his speech 
was awaited with the deepest atten- 
tion. “At first he used the ordinary 
words of courtesy, but then he de- 
clared in words that bit like fire into 
the hearts of his audience- that the 
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hopes which some of the zemstra had 
expressed were idiotic dreams, and 
thathe was resolved to maintain intact 
his autocratic’ power. It was.a set 
lesson learned by- rote, and spoken 
with the mechanical precision of a 
phonograph, Whenis was over the 
Emperor turned and left the hull 
with all the relief of a schoolbvy who 
had spoken bis piece and finshed 
his lesson.” His subjects went away 
utterly disillusioned, and from thnt 
moment the Czar was simp'y a tool 
in the hands of his Ministers, Mr, 
Stead goes on to depict the C as 
he is commonly represented to be, 
and ashe is, “I have been assured 
that the Emperor was a very stupid, 
ignorant, and even half-witted: man, 
who reads nothing, knows nothing, 
and spends hs life in terror. I have 
been told that he was a nervous 
wreck, that his hair had turned grey, 
and that his face was haggard with 
wrinkles ploughed by care. He has 
been represented as false, treacherous, 
cunning,and hraven knows what... 
But when he greeted me at Peterhof| 
. @ fortnight since he did not seem 
to have aged a day since I bade him 
good-bye at ''sarskoe Selo on the eve 
of the Hayue conference in 1899. 
His step wos as light, his carriaye 
as erect, his expression as alert, His 
brow bore no lines of haggard care. 
I could not see a grey hair on his 
head, Gis spirits were as high, his 
courage as calm, and his outlook as 
cheerful as ever. The last time I 
bad seen him he was on thé eve of| 
the greatest victory of his reign, I 
was bow meeting him on the morrow 
of his first reverse. But the man 
was exae ly the name, He might 
simply have returned instantly from 
the dvor that hed been ctosed six 
years before to repent his adieux. 
\.. have no besitation in saying 
that I have seldom in the course of 
30 years met any mun so quick in 
the uptake, so bright in his mental 
perception, so sympathetic in his 
understanding, or one possessing a 
wider range of intellectuxl interest,” 
The Czar, according to Mr. Stead, 
is in no way responsible for the 
oppression and cruelties that have 
maiked his reign, ineluding the 
abominable massucre of the unarmed 
crowd who’ went to demonstrate 
peaceably before the Winter Palace 
on the 22nd of January last, “No- 
one was more horrified and indignant 
than the Czar, If he had been Peter 
the Great he would have hang: 
ed the officers. who perpetrated 
so wanton a massacre. But he was 
not a Peter the Great, and even 
Peter might have recoiled from the 
peril of provoking « militery revolt 
in the capital at a.time when the 
bulk of the Rpssian army was in 
Manchuria.” : 
Maving made the Caar a ciptive, 
the bureaucracy, keep him a >risoner, 
and ‘prevent his’ kuowmg. anything 
more than they choose to tell-him by. 


overlonding him with work, “They 
}imprison the autocrat, not by denying 
his au‘octacy, but by con tantly 
asserting it, nnd compelling the Czir 
to acceps his loss of liberty as the 
unavoidable corollary of his aut-cratic 
power, No one, not even a conse- 
crated Czar, has mere than 24 hour- 
in each day. ... Hence you have only 
to give him 86 hours’ work in every 
day to practically deprive him of all 
control over one-third of the subj-cts 
with which he attempts todeal. . He 
is x rapid worker and most consei- n- 
tous in the discharge of his duty. 
He reads all the cfficial pupers sub- 
mitted to hm and minutes his 
remarks in the margin. But in.sheer 
self-defence he hns confined -his 
intercourse with his Ministers vo y 
largely to the reading of ti eir written 
reports, Instend of di-cussing the 
important affairs of state face 10 face 
with his responsible Ministers, his 
time is worse than wasted in signing 
papers.” If he gets restive, “the 
Ministers can, with only too much 
plausibility, argue that to go sbout 
among the people is to court death 












where, where his’ Min‘sters cannot 
prevent his learning s mething: of 
what is going on in-his own esuntry 
and in- the outside world. For the 
sake of Russia we may hope thib 
there is more truth than we cai see 
in it in Mr. Stead’s petuse. But 
from his own admissions we gather 
that the Czr is a weak, if well- 
meaning, m--n, with no self-relinnce: 
At present, he is swayed by the one 
streng man at the Court, Count 
Witte, avid perhaps under his gais 
dauce Mr. Stead’s concluding sen- 
tenow may be revlised: “At last, 
however, there dawns « brivht-r day, 
and. when the Duma, freely elected 
without. mennce of police tyranny, 
csmestogether, the world will see's 
hberated people huiling with enthu- 
siastic luyal'y its emancipated Czar!”

tion, made, by; Mr. Geoffrey. Drage 
in his, comprehensive volume “Rus- 
sian. Affairs.” Writing just before 
tho war; broke out, he showed that 
the,Russian people were “now. en- 
tering upon the death-struggle for 
freedom.”, But he was -very.doubtful 
whether Russia was. ready for:cons- 
titutional government. “While the 
bufeaucracy. retains: its; present in- 
fluence, no; far-reaching. reform -is 
possible; for it has shown over and 
over again that it can crush any. 
social force and- mutilate any free 
institution, But bureaucracy derives 
its power from an unlimited mon- 
archy, behind’ which: it can always 
shelter. ‘I was never the enemy of 
the people; I. executed the orders 
received from above,’ were the words 
of Mr, Sipiagin when he fell onder 
the death-blow of the assassin, The 
irresponsible power of the Czar must 
be limited, if freedom is to be at- 
tained.” The Duma is to limit it. 
That the bureaucracy should have 
been able to hold its owa so long is 
remarkable, now that it has no 
friends outside its own circle. Every 
Russian one meets rejoices at its 
downfall and is, and has long been, 
a revolutionary at heart, ‘The thou- 
sands of officers in the Manchurian 
army, we are told, are all. Liberals’; 
they may not go as far as their men, 
but they have no sympathy with 
their own government. This ac- 
counts for the fact that there was so 
little appearance of regres among 
the Russians in the Far East at 
their reverses in the war, ‘They 
know that the bureaucracy was on 
its'trial, and that its defeat by Japan 
would mean its downfall. 

‘There is an impression that a 
constitutional government must fail 
in Russia from the absence of a 
middle cliss, ‘There is a lnrge 
nominal aristocracy which is over= 
shudowed, however, by the bureau- 
cracy, and there is an immense 
pénsantry whose ignorance is sup- 
posed:tn unfit them for any particip- 
ation in the governnienb of their 
country. The strength of a con- 
stitutional government lies in the 
middle classes, and they are supposed 
to be represented chiefly by the 
Jews, who ure hated by the peasantry. 
Me, George’ Kenuan, however, the 
well-known writer on Russia, takes 
a much: more hopeful view of the 
situation. He has recently delivered 
at Peking an address on the situation 
in Russia, in the course of which he 
gave his reasons for his belief that a 
liberal governinent will succeed in 
Russia. The following extract is 
taken from: the report of his 
address in the “ Peking and ‘Tientsin 
Times ”:— 








“To the, argument. that there is. no 
middlé class which is the steadying power 
of all constitutional governments, he says, 
that there is'a middle class. Theso: are 
the poor nobles,-men whose fortunes have 
‘been brought; down. by;former.: troubles, 








but men who will be “able. to hold office 
and think things through to a conclusion. 
Then there is a large. meroantile class 
and a class of profesiors and teachers 
and professional men With the peasants 
a great majority. will take up self-govern- 
ment witha will; the nucleus for: such 
will be the district and provincial assem- 
blies. ‘These have been in existence for 
forty years and though their power is 
gradually being diminished still they have 
beon 2 great training school. ‘Theso 
assemblies have made # great. many. 
statistics of everything of importance to 
the people ; thus. they mow the needs of 
the people and have a knowledge of the 
empire in general, better than tha bureau- 
crats themselves.. In comparison with 
the Latin races of the Philippine Islands 
and South and Central America the 
peasants of Russia are much better pre- 
pared for self-government. These Latin 
races when they get .on the side of the 
minority take to the woods and start 














revolutidn. ‘The peasant of Russia knows } 


how to give in to the will of the majority. 
‘This trait -has been fostered by the com- 
munal form of government under which 
the land has been held for so many years. 
These communal meetings are very like 
the old New England town mestings; 
everybody is thore, even to the women 
who are acting as the heads of familios. 
Here each family is taken up in turn and 
the number of mouths to be fed and the 
number of hands to work all taken into 
consideration. ‘The land is distributed 
according -to these figures. In a few 
years the size and ratio of a family may 
‘change and the size of the land granted 
to that family: will change also. Tastly 
under @ more liberal form of government 
there would be:a better use of the mone; 
6f the nation, the schools would rect 
greater proportion and the army le:

Archibald Little) had 
boon in England since the Spring, and 
was therefore unable to address mestings 
iu various parts of China as she did last 
year: but she had not forgotton the 
Society; sho had beon speaking and work 
ing on its bobalé in England, and had 
raised $146 for its funds by tho sale of 
Chineso embroidery. From all pacts of 
the Empire news was coming of the 
formation of natural feet societies 
by the Chinese themselves, . ‘The bright- 
est accounts of all came from Amoy 
where such society had .alreudy 
a hundred members and was managett by 
a committee of twenty belonging to the 
upper classes and was. very flourishing. 
Many of the publications of the Society 
were now nearly out of print and subserip- 
tions wonld soon-be necessary to replace 
them, The Committee were anxious to 
have u still larger.circulation of litera- 
ture.’ The. Committee were indebted to 
the great interest taken this year by the 
Chinese for their present good fiuancial 
ition and had received over $900 from 
uative contributions, “Another good work 
by Taotai Shén Tun-ho was the founding 
of the Tien Ten Hui school where strong 
moral suasion was brought to bear ou the 
pupils, who gitls of good family, 
to unbind their feet. The Executive 
Committee of the Society bud given 
$100 to the prize fund of the school, 
the prizes to be open only to those 
whose feet were ‘unbound. | Mrs. Bon 
field. Mrs: Cornaby,’ and Mra, Ridgo 
each gave. instruction.-in  the-achoul 
fon two mornings in the week 
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‘and Miss Richard taught in the after- 
noon. The school was at present housed 
in six converted Chinese dwellings, but it 
was hoped soon to be able to erect a 
suitable building with ground where the 
girls could exercise. Most of the credit 
for its success was due to Mrs. Shén Tun- 
ho who spent most of her time at the 
school and by her tact and wisdom made 
things go smoothly and well. Mrs. Cor- 
naby concluded by reading extracts from 
reports received from the branch secre- 
taries all over the Empi 

Dr. Gilbert Reid, speaking in Chinese, 
and Mr, John Darroch in English, moved 
and seconded the adoption of the report, 
the resolution being carried unanimously. 


_ _ On behalf of Mrs. Cornfoot (the Hon. 
Treasurer) who was unfortunately kept 
away by illness, Mr. Darroch presented 
the financial statement which showed a

Mr. Darroch, who had audited the 
accounts, took the opportunity to remark 
on the careful. manner in which they 

_ wore kept. 

‘Taotai Shé Tun-ho moved the adop- 
tion of the financial statement and said: 
—As regards the progress of the anti- 
footbinding movement, the last two 
public meetings held in the Town Hall, 
in Nanking Road, which were reported 
in the Chinese newspapers, helped to 
make great changes all over China, be- 
cause the newspapers were read by many 
people even in the interior. We should, 
therefore, hold some more meetings in 
Shanghai, which will have likewise bene- 
ficial results, Ono day in last Septomber, 
T stationed two men, one in a tea-shop 
in Nanking Road, and the other in a toa- 
shop in Foochow Road, to count the num- 
ber of Chinese women, passing the:

And the only way to acquire this know- 
ledge is to'be ‘continually going up and 
down the river until you are familiar 
with it in ull its phases. 

‘Thero is one way in which a man may 
prove ta all concerned’ that he possesses 
a workable amount of this primary qual 
fication for a good. pilot, and that is by 
having served for a reasonable time as a 
pilot in one of the local river bouts and 
earned the good opinions of the owners 
and masters under whom he has been 
serving. ‘This would be, I think, irrefute- 
Dle evidence of his fitness ‘to receive a 
License, if he could at the samo ti 
ass ‘a satisfactory examination in the 
Rule of the Road and could show that 
he know how to deal with the Deviation 
of the Compass. It soems almost too 
obvious to mention that he would also be 
expected to produce a medical certificate 
showing that his eyesight was normal, or 
at least good 

I am afraid, Sir, that I have already 
wearied you with my oft-repeated men- 
tion of the words “local knowledge.” 
not done so unthinkingly, but 
I wished to emphasise its impor- 
tance. And may T again point out that a 

thorough local knowledge of every one 
of the six hundred miles, of which “A 
Ship Master” speaks in his lettor, can 
not be acquired in a few weeks nor in a 
fow trips, at least not by the average man, 

Lhope that Ihave been able to co 
vince your correspondent that a B. of 'T.

MASSACRE. 


The Canton correspondent of the 
“ Hongkong Daily Press” sends that 
paper the following translation of the 
jomt report sont to Viceroy Tstn by

And as for 
the ultimate section, the improvement of 
agriculture, the Nagamori scheme has 
killed all such ideas for the time bein 
Unable to carry out many of their first 
ideas reconrse has had to be made by the 
reformers to makeshifts, and thus a 
number of petty Japanese officials have 
been attached to every Corean Depart- 
ment in the vain hope of being able to 
say that reform work is successful. Bat 
the real resnlt is quite different.

Farbridge Holliday or any other trustee 
for the time being of these presents may 
be a partuer in the said firm.” ‘The 
Jand has accordingly been in the occupa- 
tion of the firm as lessees, latterly under 
the lease of 13th December, 1892, referred 
to above, and under a yearly tenancy 
following upon it. And by a succession 
of deuths and changes among the trus- 
tees and the partners in the firm, it so 
chanced that, at the moment of this 
sale, Cecil W. Holliday and Arthur 
B. Wise were the only trustees and the 
only partners iu the firm. Counsel for the 
plaintiffs contended that on the trustees 
being the only partners in the firm— 
so that the trusteos and the partners 
were the same two persons—aud sel- 
ling, the tenancy merged in the per- 
petnal lease. ‘This might once have been 
so at law, but equity regards the intention 

(Capital and Counties Bank 
1903] 1 Ch. 681) which thi

Mr. Wilkinson again, viowing the ten 
ancy as_an encumbrance, contended that

Davies and 
‘Thomas and their princip 
to have wanted to keep Holliday Wise and 
Co. in; but now the plaintiffs stand on 
their legal rights to get them out as 
quickly as possible.

The 
plaintiffs did make enquiries and they 
were misinformed by the defendants’ 
agents; and ‘for this nogligeuce they 
may be entitled to compensation from 
the defendants; but damages wore not 
claimed by this writ and I cannot 
therefore deal with that question now. 
‘Tho trustees could only sell what they 
had—that is a perpetual lease subject 
to the tenancy of the firm. What was 
the tenancy? Tho lease of 13th Decomber: 
1892 terminated On 3ist December 
1898 ; and I think the rule of the Eng- 
lish common law that a tenant holding 
over after the expiry of a lease for years 
is a yearly tenant subject to six months’ 
notice terminating on the simu day of the 
year as thut on which the lvaso terminat- 
ed to be the custom here, and that it* 
ought to be applied by this Court. 

I think therefore that the plainti 
take subject to the firm’s tenancy termin- 
able by six months’ notice expiring tho: 
Bist Dec. of any year; and that the plain- 
tiffs are entitled to the rent ciuo from the 
firm under their tenayey. In regard to 
costs I shall make no order as. I think * 
both parties are to blame, the plaintiffs for 
claiming toomuch, and the defendants for 
negligencé in misinforming the plaintiffs 
in regard to the terms of the tenancy. 

I regret that, as thiis action is framed, 

I cannot do more complete justice be- 
tween the parties. ‘The plaintiffs would 
seem to be entitled to some comper 
from the trustees, for had Mr. Dal 
told by Mr. Hanson on 28th Api 
by Mr. Grandy on 18th May, that the 
tenancy was terminable by notice on Sist 
December, notice might have been given;

Tue “South-China Daily Journal,” 
a vernacular local paper with one 
page printed in English, which’ is 
very, anxious to. be ‘recognised 
as an exponent of the present-day 
patriotism of Young Chia, has had 
two articles, in its issues of the 27th 
and 29th ult, with the title “Charges 
against the Shanghai-Nanking Rail- 
way.” It begins the former of these 
two nrticles by remarking that many 
foreigners have been doubtless sur- 
prised ab the sudden downfall of 
H.E. Shéng Kung-pao, but what is 
really surprising is, “chat he had been 
sucerssful in preventing his tottering 
edifice from collepeing. entirely for 
so long a: period.” Not the least 
owerful, ib says, of the forces that 
fave ‘been at work to transform his 
path of roses into one of thorns, and 
briars, has been “a petition, drawn 
up by. Mr, Huang Bze-yung, rein 
stated Reader in the ‘anlin 
‘Academy, and forty others, which 
was presented to the Board of Com- 
merce for memorialisation to the 
‘Throne, praying for a strict scrutiny 
into the expenditure of the British 
and Chinese Corporation in the 
construction of the Shanghai-Nan- 
king Railway, indirectly d nouncing 
Shéng Kung-pao.” Our native con- 
temporary, without any intention to 
imply’ that the charges against the 
railway. are wholly or partly sub- 
stantiated, finds the petition an 
interesting one, because it shows 
that the Chinese as a people are 
beginning to take an interest in and 
discuss public matters that, concern 
their welfare and their country’ 
rights, and because it shows foreign 
capitalists, why the granting of 
railway concessions to. foreign 
syndicates is now meeting with so 
much opposition in the country. Iv 
is not difficult after reading the 
charges in the petition, says our 
contemporary, “to understand why 
the. Kiangsu’ people have been 
moving heaven and.earth to destroy 
the power of Shéng Kung-pao, and 
to secure the appointment of another 
Director-General, preferably a Kiang- 
su man.” Even, however, if ‘all. the 





forty signatures to” this precious 
petition are genuine, it is somewhat 
of an exaggeration to describe it 
as “moving beaven and. earth,” 
and it must be something of a dis- 
appointment to the petitioners that 
HLE. Yuan Shih-kai has sent them, 
not. a Kiangsu man but a Canton 
wan educated in the United States. 

The petitioners begin by pointing 
out that'Shanghai aad Nanking are 
the keys to the gates of the south- 
eastern, portions, of. the Chinese 
Empire. The petitioners have dis- 
covered that the proposed . line is 
only 558 li in length, and that the 
suai of £3,500,000 which has been 
borrowed to build this is a most 
extravagant estimate. The revenue 
from the line will never enable the 
Chinese to pay off this sum, and it 
will remain in the hands of a foreign 
corporation, detrimental to the wel- 
fare of China and a source of eternal 
trouble in the future, The water 
communication between Shanghai 
and Nanking is so good aad conveni- 
ent that a railway cannot compete 
with it remuneratively. But divid- 
ends are not the real objects of the 
British. They have been casting 
covetous eyes on the Yangtze Valley 
(notwithstanding their self-denying 
agreement with Germany), and have 
been seeking a pretext to take it. 
‘They have lent China such a large 
sum of money (£3,500,000),. knowing 
that if China cannot repay it, a they. 
will fall on us with the might ofa cre- 
ditor,” and c-nvert China into.another 
Exypt. When the line was first 
mooted, the Southern Superintendent 
of Trade estimated that it could be 
built for seven million twels (say 
£1,000,000 sterling), and there was 
ino necessity to ask foreign assistance 
at all, so much of this hmired 
amount as could not be-raised being 
obtained by selling shares to Chineve 
merchants, Instead of doing this 
and being satisfied with: the seven- 
million-taels estimate, Shéng bor- 
rowed four times: that. amount from 
foreigners, I'he interest on this is. 
Tis. 1,420,000 or Tis, 71,000,000 in 
fifty years. With a line only. 600i 
in length, built where there is al- 
ready good water communication, this 
interest. can never be paid, still less 
the. capital sum.

Cuaupaoxe drinkers will read with 
mingled feelings the following letter from 
the “Times ” of the 12th October 
Sir—The vintage is uearly over, and 
I am sorry to write that the prospects of 
fiue wine seem out of the question. It 
is all the more to be regrotted, as during 
the first part of the year the outlook was 
most promising, both as to the quantity 
and quality of the grapes. 

‘The heat at the commencement of July 
was vory exceptional, which was most ad- 
vantageous to the vines; but from tho 
middle of July and part of August we had 
several storms, some accompanied by 
heavy hail, causing great damage in many 
districts to the vines. The low tempera- 
ture and the changeable weather we had 
in August did not give to the vines and the 
soil the heat that is so essential to the 
development of the grapes, nor were wo 
more fortunate in September, as the 
weather continued to be cold and unset- 
tend. 

‘The gathering of the grapes commenced 
somewhat eacly—on September 25—bnt 
unfortunately under most unfavourable 
conditions, the weather being wet and 
cold, and therefore great care had to be 
oxdrcised in selecting the grapes. A very 
light wine is expected to be the result for 
the vintage of 1905. 

Your readers will be pleased to hear 
that the 1904 vintage, which was put into 
bottle this summer, is developing very 
well, and gives great promise. 

The great year of 1900 is now being 
shipped, and is receiving the attention 
from the public which it so well deserves.

The Industrial Prison. 

The movement along tho line of pro- 
gress aud reform is full of interest to 
every well-wisher of China, A number 
of schools have been opened in this city, 
and, from: all reports are doing a good 
work. One reform institution, taken 
over we believe from the Tientsin Pro- 
visional Goveruwent when the city was 
returned to Chinese control, is the indns- 
trial prison. ‘The writer had tho oppor. 
tunity of visiting and inspecting this 
institution, and was much ploased with 
what he saw. New and oxtensive build- 

igs are under construction outside the 
westorn suburb of the city. Alrondy 
400 mon are housed aud instructed in 
different lines of Inbour, and about 100 
civilias are employed in connection with 
the instruction and other requirements of 
the place. A large kitchen, well equipped 
and in good order for supplying a plain 
but substantial Chinese dict, as we 
saw it in an unannounced visit, to the 
place, appears to meot all the require 
ments of such an institution. A sories of 
rooms, each to accommodate eight mon 
at night, extend along eithor side. of u 
hallway about ton or twolve feet wide, in 
which two small, fixed tables aro attach- 
ed to the sido of each room, the hail thn 
doing duty as av orderly dining room as 
woll..

impression regarding prisons and similar 
institutions in China. Tho uniform of 
the inmates was of a dull yellowish 
colour, and they had the appearance of 
being ‘warmly and comfortably dressed 
and well fed. On the way back a ohi 
gang was passed on its return from stone. 
broakiwg to dinner. While apparontly 
warmly dressed, they had not that com- 
fortabio and satisfied appearance seen in 
the other men. Whether theso ato a 
worse class of criminals, or thore is not 
yet room for.all, we are not able to say. 

At present the labpur is done in soven 
large apartments. In one, paper was 
being stamped, cut, and folled into 
envelopes. In another boots aud shoes 
were made and several Singer sewing 
machines were in nso. Iu another apart- 
ment a large number of men were making 
wadded garmonts,and 16 sowing machines 
wore in evidence, each atiended by two 
men—one to direct and one to draw the 
cloth and so keep it straight on both 
sides. One end of another room was 
occupied by a forgo and blacksmiths, one 
side by carpenters making reels, otc., 
while ou the other side jute was being 
prepared and twisted into ropes of very 
good quality apparently. ‘The prepara- 
tion of theead and weaving of cloth were 
in active operation in two other large 
















































rooms. And still another room was gi 
to the making of Tientsin rugs, We also 
found » school of forty boys in full opsra~ 
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ion, which indicates that young culprits 
r those without responsible guardian- 
hip are being looked after as’ well as the

On the morning after we tied up, soine 
forty beachcombers arrived from Vic- 
toria, each armed with-a Winchester 
rifle ‘and a goodly club, to take charge 
of the further proceedings prescribed by 
the regulations. ‘They seemed to have no 
iden that the Chineso wore reasonable 
beings, or that it was possible to speak 
to them and tell them what was required. 
‘They treated thom just as if they were a 
herd of cattle, With a wave of the 
club, and a poke in the ribs hore aud 
there, and a “Get a move ov, Johnny” 
‘promptly cleared them out of the 
ship. Opposite the ‘wharf was a row of 
open-roofed pens with a gang-plank: over 
'@ top, and the Chi 
strip and driven in the pon: 
tor dressed in a macintosh and long 
a boots then mounted the gang-plank 
ith a hose and began to play disin- 
fectants on the crowds below with 
vigonr sufficient, not only to annihi- 
late the small-pox germs—if there were 
any—but almost to suffocate the poor 
wretches operated on. Meanwhile, their 
‘clothes were packed into @ retort to be 
baked ; and, as this process required some 
time, ‘the ‘disinfected Chinamen wore 
turned out on the rocks in the garb of 
Edon—although it was bitterly cold, the 
snow still lay ou the hills around—for the 
medicine water to dry. off, and to wait 
till they could get their clothing. Thoir 
baggage was also baked. It consisted! of 
jnsy baskets and 
bundles which wont to pieces in the hand- 
ling they od. t a pitiful 
collection came out of that retort! 
was piled up on the wharf in # hoad 
like a haystack, all sorts -of oxtra- 
ordinary things jumbled together, and 
many of them utterly ruined. I scoured 
mple of a disinfected leather boot 
which apparently no ono considered worth 
removing. It 1 a good boot and fit- 
toil fora good-sized foot, but was so shrunk 
in the baking it would hardly  accom- 
modate one’s fingers. How each man got 
his own again I don't know—probably 
ww of them ever did. ‘Tho plan of dis- 
bution adopted was to allow all hands 
totake what they pleased from the jumble, 
aiid fight it ont amongst themselves aftor- 
wards, It was true the wholo.heap was 
not worth'much, but it was the coolios’ 
all, snd as precious to them as his millions 
are to a millionaire, But thero was worse 
to follow. While it was on open question 
to whether. or pot thero had be 
small-pox on board the Empress, 
there was plenty of it at William Head, 
and when I left the Pacific const, nearly 
a month afterwards, those coolies were 
still in quarantine where many of them 
had coutracted the diseaso and died of it. 
Bat to realise tho brainless brutality of 
the whole business, it required to bo s 
not heard about. ‘The blood of the China 
passengers on board simply boiled with 
indignation, and for the first time in their 
lives some of them discovered that they 
really loved the Chinaman. Curiously * 
enough, the colonist could not seo that - 
there was anything to make a fuss about. 
‘Tho other day our cook announced to his 
satellites in the kitchen that: “Nai nai 
.ye I must not carry chickens by.the legs 
‘upside down,” and there was great merri- 
ment over this newfangled foreign fad, as 
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if it mattered how a chicken was carried ! | gi 


‘The colonists looked on the Chinamen ss 
the cvok did on the chickens—they could 
not see that it mattered how they were 
treated. They said it was Government 
regulations” and “ We don’t want these 
swine to come to our country anyhow.” 
But we knew tht some one would bave to 
pay for it nllsome day when the clubs 
were in the hands of Chi and 
all fear of God or “man equally absent 
from their’ mi The pity is, on 
‘such occasions, i! is not the colonist who is 
taught how much it matters. When, there- 
fore, »n agitation began to have these 
things altered I for one wished it well. 

‘The Associution which has the boycott 
in hand at this port—Hankow—goes 
under the name of the Wen Ming Hui, 
which may be translated “The Enlighten 
ed Society.” It began operations, under 
instructions from Shanghai, some four 
months ‘ago, and has been steadily at 
work ever since. The members go round 
the shops, and see that each has a notice 
duly posted forbidding the sale of Amer- 
icon goods. They also endeavour, by 
means of moral sussion, to secure that 
the prohibition is observed—which it isn’t, 
dealers are allowed to sell out the old 
itocks and these somehow never get, 
exhausted. But their grand. effort it 
public meoting held every Sunday in the 
theatros of the various guilds in rotation, 
where the principles of the boycott are 
expounded, and the people exhorted 
to live up to them. Lasf Sunday it was 
hold in the Nivgpo Guild when, out of 
curiosity, several of us went to 
hear. ‘The audience consisted of the 
usual crowd of coolies, water-carriers, 
strangers from the country, a bovine 
priest or two quietly ruminating, and 
street loafers generally who aro always 
ready to countenance with their presence 
any function that may be going on. Tho 
stage was occupied by the speakers for 
the day, one of whom when we arrived 




































was holding forth in a highly dramatic |! 


fashion. In front of him was a table with 
saruplosoftabooed article, to wit, abottle 
of Florida water, three packets of ci 

rettes, somo soft goods, a brass pipe and a 
teazot; but the latter two items were 
tended for the speakers to soothe their 
nerves, and moisten their parched throats 
with. We were shown to a seat in a 
gallery while the orator went on 
brothors, shall we, with our four 
times ten thousand ten thousands of 
people, any longer submit to be trampled 
upon by a hundful of foreigners ? Never! 
‘They ask mo if Lam not afraid of the man- 
dorins in speaking like this. I am not 
afraid. Let them seize me, I am ready. 
I will toll them I love: my country. Let 
them beat me. I will bear it for my 
tormented uterine brothers’ sake. Let 
them cut off my head, and with my last 
breath I will shout ‘I will never buy 
American goods." With this climax he 
sat down while the party on the stage 
applauded vigorously by clapping their 
hands. The next speaker was introduced 
asa gentleman who had lost his voice 
through his efforts in the cause, so the 
audience was asked to be patient with 
him, Ho was dressed in # military coat 
and turban, and apparently was one of 
two soldiers present to maintain order, 
but was a speaker as well. His eye had 
most comical cock in it, and his nose a 
curl on the end like the figure 6. He 
had also a trick of bringing his forefinger 
alongside his nose making it 16, and 
was altogether a figure of fun, He 
took a fow cups’ of tes, spat twice 
with great deliberation, and began. 
From his looks we expected 16 to 
























us something rich, but alas, his 
voice was clean gone. Like e gallant 
warrior he straggled manfully, and drain- 
ed the teapot as dry as his throat, but 
had to give it up, leaving us nove the 
wiser. Although it was a serious meeting, 
up to. this poiut it was more’ of a panto- 
mime than anything elso; aud we could 
not help wondering at the curious faculty 
the Chinese have of acting, in no matter 
what the function be—grave or gay, 
marriage or funeral—as if they deliberate- 
ly intended to make a fool of it. But, 
« Sh here comes the venerable Mr. Fung ; 
he always talks reason,” said a voice at 
our side, as a tall, well-dressed, groy- 
bearded man with a placid face advanced 
along the stage. And he did tulk reason. 
He went right to the root of matters. He 
said that in the beginning when God 
(Shangti) created the world He put into it 
one masiand one woman, Adam and E 
who with their children were 'to‘iub 
the whole. ‘Therefore, all within the 
four seas were brethren and ought to 
treat each other in a brotherly way. 
When foreigners camo to Chinn they 
ought to be treated with every courtesy, 
as they wore guests hero, and the 
Chitiese were the hosts. ‘The host who 
would treat his guest rudely was not 
worthy of the Chinese name, When tho 
Chinese went to America it ought to be 
the same. Even though they wout, 
intending to benefit by foreign wealth, 
they were quite entitled to go, for 
America was still part of the ancestral 
estate. And when foreigners came to 
China, hoping to obtain some of Chins’s 
wealth, ‘this also was legitimate and for 
































the benefit of both. But, alas! In Ame. 
rica the Chineso wore sadly oppressed. 
He had not been abroad himself, but he 
lend read of it in books, aud he had beor 
told.
